Their Homes, .

Another Mass Meeting to Diseuss 
Clouded Land Titles. 


Tonner and Nichols Come in for a 
Merciless Scoring. 


An Agreement by Which a Combined Ef- 
fort will be Made to Fight the 
Case in Court without 
Delay. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Pomona, Nov. 14. —[Special.] That 
the interest in the question of the 
clouded land titles remains unabated 
was clearly shown by the very large 
and enthusiastic mass meeting assem- 
bled tonight at the call of the Execu- 
tive Committee. The Operahouse was 
crowded when the meeting was called 
to order at 7:30 o'clock by Chairman 
Brown. 

J. KE. Packard read an agreement 
by a large number of property owners, 
upon which legal proceedings have be- 
gun. A number of the citizens whosé 
property was affected by this cloud had 
met at his house, and entered into an 
agreement and passed a resolution in 
which each one would give, when called 
upon, a.sum equal to $2.50 per acre to 
carry on legal proceedings in fighting 
the case. About 1100 acres were 
secured at once, and the first call 
of $1 per acre was made. A commit- 
tee had been appointed to carry for- 
ward the work for these property own- 
ers, and it had gone to Los Angeles and 
secured the services of Judge Bicknell 
to fight the case. E. A. Meserve was 
employed to assist Judge Bicknell in 
compiling a statement of the decisions 
bearing upon the case. They had de- 
cided to reopen the old Mound City 
Land and Water Association cases. 
This affects the whole of the rancho 
San José. Those who have obtained 
quit-claims from Tonner are therefore 
no 'better,off than those who refused to 
to take them apd began the fight. By 
taking up this case the foundation of 
the matter is reached at once, and 
when settled all the titles will be per- 
fectly clear. By the complaint filed by 
Judge Bicknell in opening this suit, 
those joining in it. 
their lands set aside to the several own- 
erg now occupying the land, and all 
owning land on the Palomares tract, 
are invited to become parties to the 
suit that they may have their lands thus 
set aside and thetitles cleared. The 
case will probably be decided within 
sixty davs, and tha cost of the suit will 
be less than is already pledged, Those 
becoming parties to the suit would be 
asked to subscribe pro rata according 
to the number of acres represented. 

On behalf of the Executive Commit- 
tee, Fred J. Smith said that some of 
them had beenin Los Angeles to see 
what our friends were doing in the 
matter, and found that they had been 
very busy at work on the case; that 
subpoenas had been issued and the mat- 
ter was wellunder way. 

‘‘Now,’’ continued Smith, ‘‘a word 
about the letterofthe doctor. When the 
first move was made by the citizens 
neither Tonner nor Nichols would give 
a satisfactory statement. Tonner 
promised todo so, but did not. The 
doctor appeared, but gave uno satisfac- 
tion. But in his letter he takes a little 
different ground and explains that he 
was moved by consideration for his fel- 
low men. How little consideration he 
has for his fellow men his acts show. 
He evidently has two sides to his char- 
acter, for in his home life heis said to 
be lovable and kind.’’ Mr. Smith re- 
cited the trials of a friend who fell into 
the clutches of Dr. Nichols and was 
ruined by his avarice and merciless 
dealings. Proceeding hesaid: ‘*When 
an attempt is made totake our homes, 
we have a right tofight for them; we 
have a right to keep ) them out of the 
clutches of such a man as B. S. Nichols. 
It will not do to permit the artesian 
belt to come intothe hands of such a 
man.”’ 

A German who has been here for 
about a year said that he had become 
almost discouraged by the way things 
had gone, botenis movement of the peo- 
ple made hi lad that he was a citizen 
of Pomona, when they stood shoulder 
to shoulder for their rights. 

Another said that to see all sorts and 
conditions of men thus united for the 
good of all made him feel good all over. 
So we must all of us stand for the 
right that we may each of us feel 
good all over. [Applause.]_ . 

Hon. William said: *:Nick 
is dead and buried. [Applause.] Some 
of you thought Pat was drunk down in 
Los Angeles, but heis not. He is put- 
ting up a scheme on younow. -It is said 
that Frank Palomares talks in 
a different tone from that used 
when he was here. Why? Because he 
has seen Mr. Tonner, and Tonner owes 
Mrs. Palomares $4000. If Mrs. Palo- 
mares goes back on Tonner, where will 
she get her $4000? How did Tonner 
take the place of M. L. Wicks as att or- 
ney forthe Pomona Land and Water 
Company’ By inserting in thedeeds he 
made the proviso that the buyer of the 
land should be entitled to an inch of 
water to ten acres of land, except ina 
dry season.’ 

A letter esi E. B. Smith was read, 
stating how Tonner had kept the water 
right when clearing his title. 

Mr. Hicklin stated that he had been 
here when stealing was at a premium 
years ago, but all those thieves had 
died with their boots on or were in the 
penitentiary. None of them became 
righ. No thief can stand up before a 
ghthering like this. Where is B. S. 
Nichols tonight? Is there a man who 
works by the day that would exchange 
places with him?”’ 

J. D. H. Brown said: ‘‘These meet- 
ings should be continued because they 
are indignation meetings, and no rea- 
son has been given why our indigna- 
tion should be withdrawn. Tonner ad- 
mits that his case has no place in 
equity ;

While the Doctor admits that he made 
a mistake in going in with Tonner, he 
does nothing in restitutiou. When 
they have used their strength to set 
things right, then let them make ‘their 
explanations. The following resolution 
was offered by Dr. Brown and carried, 


vote. 

Resolved, thatthis meeting held in the 
interest of the people, considers the pub- 
lished statementof Dr. B. S. Nichols very 
inadequate to meet the demands of an out- 
raged and indignant public sentiment, and 
calls upon him to make restitution for the 
wrong he has done the Pomona Valley. 

Maj. Driffel said that he was one 
whose land was clouded or had been 
deeded away by Tonner, and he now 
had no place to lay. his head. Tonner 
had downed a number of men, and now 
he and Nichols were trving to down us 
all. But we will not be downed. We 
are going to clear everything all up 
lappinneat and then give these men and 
their henchmen to understand that we 
don’t want them to live among us, that 
we are a little too good for them. 
[ Applause. ] 

J. E. Packard said: ‘'Tonner and 
his friends say we have made a mistake; 
his lawyer says we have made a mis- 
take. They want to settle this quietly. 
So do we want to settle it quietly, but 
we want to settle it right. We are all 
together in this, and it will be settled 
right.”’ 

The meeting then adjourned to as- 
semble again Thursday night.

Hopeful View of the San Diego Bank

The Examiner Takes Charge, but will Say

San Dreco, Nov. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The local financial situ- 
ation which was made undeniably crit- 
ical by the temporary suspension of the 
California National Bank on Thursday, 
is decidedly improving. The day has 
been devoid of excitement, and the 
other banks and business houses con- 
tinue business as usual. The offers of 
help from Los Angeles are greatly ap- 
preciated, but there has been no emer- 
gency yet which makes their accept- 
ance necessary.

By direction of the Comptroiler of the 
Currency I have this day assumed charge 
of the affairs of the California National 
Bank of San Diego. 

W.H. CHAMBERLAIN,

was a meeting of the stock- 
holders this afternoon and a committee 
was appointed to confer with the bank 
examiner. The latter, however, says 


‘that he cannot make any statement for 


publication until his report goes to 
Washington. 

George V. Sims, managing director of 
the Lombard Trust Company of Lon- 
don, who is here to make investments, 
and who had expressed his willingness’ 
to advance ample funds to the crippled 
bank, had a conference with the bank 
examiner foday, the result of which is 
understood to have been satisfactory, 


and there is tonight a _ very 
general ffeeling, not only that 
the depositors will be paid _ in 


full, but that the bank will resume 
business without further delay than is 
necessary to permit the arrangements 
of all preliminaries. Mr. Sims leaves 
for New York Sunday morning. 


The Cheyenne Failure.

Mrs. Rice of Massachusetts reported 
for juvenile work.

T. U. has the signatures of confectioners 
of the city that they will sell no alco- 
holic confectionery. 

The work of the department of. pre- 
vention was next presented, the topic 
being ‘‘What are the relations of health 
and hereditary and physical culture to 
the battle against intemperance and

The Herote Figure of a’ Knave, 

A few days ago Tue Times published 
a letter frem W. C. Lockwood, a re- 
tired justice of the peace, who left 
this country informally some months 
ago. Thoth he has very effectually 
dropped out of the community and his 
whereabouts is somewhat mystified (for 
obvious reasons) he }s not forgotten. 
The letter in question was written toa 
‘‘friend’> who, waiving the honor of 
being publicly identified with the absent 
ex-official, scratched out the address 
and passed the missive to print. It 
bears the marks of having been pre- 
pared for the perusal of more than one 
pair of eyes, and this publication is 
probably with the concurrence or at 
the suggestion of Lockwood himself. 
We may take it, therefore, as his 
intended aw revoir to this com- 
munity. By some it might be con- 
sidered a leering *gibe at the 
administration of justice; by some 
a jocular defiance of public opinion ; by 
some an attempt self-glorification 
after the manner of thé dime-novel 
hero. The letter itself has no import- 
ance and is undeserving notice except 
that, since it has already served to 
adorn a tale, it may now point a moral. 
In taking it as the text for a little dis- 
cussion, we disclaim any purpose to ap- 
ply the boot-toe to aman who is ma- 
terially and morally down. 


It strikes us that there is in this coun- 
try rather too much of a tendeacy to 
make a joke of crime and dishonor. 
The embezzlement of the funds of a lot 
of poor people and the flight of a bank 
manager to an alien land is a perennial 
subject of drollery. The self-banish- 
ment of a defaulting public official or a 


thieving political boss becomes 
a stimulant for our risibles, 
until we are on the verge of 
hysteria. 


Even when a wretch pays 
the penalty..of the law, and goes to 
prison, or performs a mid-air dance of 
death, we must have our quip. It’s all 
so irrepressibly funny, somehow, that 


we can’t help laughing. Sometimes, 
when a_ particularly crafty and 
brilliant scoundrel cuts his caper 


and carries it off in good shape, we 
turn about and laugh with him 
at the law, and at that travesty known 
as good morals. We are even disposed, 
in such a case, to pat him on the back, 
call hima cute fellow—no worse than 
the average—maybe a- little better— 
and make a sort of Jessé James hero of 
him, | 


The evil of this thing lies in the 
confusion and debasement of moral 
standards. Pope tells us that vice is a 
monster of such hideous mien that we 
need only to see it to hate it. 


“Yet, seen too oft, familiar with its face, 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace." 


If he had been conversant with 
our latter-day tendencies, he might 
have added some lines about vice 
as a comical figure—its hideousness all 
disguised—and, after laughing at it and 
with it in jolly fellowship, we are in 
danger of idealizing it and setting it up 
as a subject for hero-worship. God 
help any people when their standards 
of right and wrong -become unsettled! 
If they know whatis right and do it 
not, or if they know what is wrong and 
do it, there is still hope for them.. But 
if they are confused as to what is right 
and what is wrong, and if their corfu- 
sion goes on and.on and becomes more 
confounded—the best thing that can 
happen to that.people.is. a cataclysm. 


Evidently Mr. Lockwood has imbibed 
deeply of a perverted sense of humor. 
The very fountain-head of his disposi- 


| tion must have been clouded by it, else 


he would not be able to.make light of 
his own serious situation—to voluntarily 
parade his humiliation and attempt to 
draw others into an appreciation of its 
ridiculous phases. He details with 
much nicety how be swapped his cloth- 
ing, disguised himself as atramp and 
struck ont across.country, through . wet 
brush, sticky mud and high grass to Pas- 
adena. The road was rugged, but he 
braced up, said ‘‘Excelsior,’’ and pressed 
on. Stern and noble résolution is a 
greatthing! Hesaid tohimself: ‘I will 
excel.’? At Pasadena, while waiting to 
catch a train, he had an opportunity to 
walk down Orange Grove avenue and 
look ‘fondly and lingeringly at the 
beautiful orange blossoms and palm trees 
down by Gov. Markham’s residence.”’ 
Then he paused to “review, reflect and 
criticise.’’ Were his reflections pleas- 
ant: Evidently, for he immediately 
makes a joke on the color of the Gov- 
ernor’s house. We quote: ‘He has 
painted ittoo muchred.. WhenIsee him 
Ishall speak to him about it and give 
him some pointers, as I have dealt too 
much in red paint myself.’’ Then there 
is another joke about the word depot— 


| pronounced *dapo”’ in his days of pros- 


perity; “depo’’ now. He got aboard 
the train and was relieved to find that 
nobody knew him. An old acquaint- 
ance brushed. past him without a sign 
of recognition. He was getting along 
famously. What a lark, 
Boys, try it, some of you, and see how 
much fun it is to sneak out of a 
country incog. But the:jolly runaway 
was not to be deceived by too great a 
sense of security. He left the train at 
a lonesome station and footed it across 


country to another line. He thought 


best to double in his track. Quoting 


again: ‘Now Came the critical 
test. I took my seat—no one in 
the car I knew. Then along comes 
Conductor Harris;-whom’T kniéw as well 
as Il knew myself. He took my ticket 
and looked at me, which said look I 


easily interpreted as saying: *‘Where| She. He's always making Mrs, 


‘did you get money to buy this ticket? 
Why ain't you on a brakebeam?”’ [felt 
encouraged, but still leary. We passed 
Colton, no one came in, Then I settled 
down and slept the sleep of the right- 
eous, after my twenty-seven 
tramp.’’ He slept the sleep of the 
righteous. Note the fine sensé of hu- 
mor, the delicious thrust at conscience! 
The’ righteous sleep and the steady- 
going train were rapidly carrying him 
outof the State. Now the most in- 
tensely interesting part of this frolic 
was approaching. ‘Arrived at Yuma 
4a.m. I was awake and watchful—no 
suspicious signs—no one I; knew—I got 
curious and began to look around—got 


| nervous, then nervy—got out, walked 


around and. looked for Deputy Sheriff 
Russell—but he was not to be seen—got 
a cup.of coffee and a doughnut, the first 
mouthful since Tropico—got back in

Have we 
smothered our sense of the disgrace of 
evil?’ Have we been scoffing at probity, 
and honor? Have we forgotten for the 
moment that, under all circumstances, 
crime is crime; that it is vulger, un- 
manly, contemptible? ‘

“review, reflect and criticize.’’ does:

Let us rather suppose thas his reflec- 
tion was something in this line: “Six 
months ago I was a respectable man. I

Prerre (S. D.,) Nov. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The remnant of 
Big Foot’s band of Indians, numbering 
some sixty families, are in open revolt 
against the authority of the agent at 
the Cheyenne agency. This band of 
Indians has been living on ceded lands 
As no Indian can live off the reserva- 
tion without taking land in severalty 
and declaring his intention of becoming 


|a citizen, McKeon ,went up to allot 


these Indians land. When he got there 
he found that they hada few days be- 
fore sold off all their stock, packed up 
and left the camp. He notified the 
agent, who dispatched half a dozen In- 
dian police after the band to bring 
them back to the Cheyenne agency. 
They overtook the band near the 
edge of the Pine Ridge agency and en- 
deavored to persuade them to return.

Without knowing that her husband was 
dead, Mrs. Green obtained a divorce, 


| and later on married a sailor named- 


Robinson. sister of the Baron, 
Countess Moltke, wife of a major in the 
army, a near relative of the Field Mar- 
shal, suspecting the truth, instituted a 
search which resulted in finding the 
former wife and chiid of the Baron and 
led to the establishment of their claims 
as legal heirs toa large, though heavily 
encumbered estate.

ASSASSIN BOOTH. 


A Discovery that Throws New Light on 
His Conspiracy. 

MontreaL, Nov. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Antiquarian Snaith has 
obtained conclusive evidence that the 
trunks found on the schooner Marie 
Victoria, wrecked at Bic in the autumn 
of 1864, were the property of J. Wilkes 
Booth, the assassin of President Lin- 
coln. During that autumn .several 
trunks marked ‘J. W. B., New Provi- 
dence,’? were shipped on _ board 
the schooner Marie Victoria at Quebec. 
How they reached Quebec is unknown. 
It would appear that Booth, in antici- 
pation of the murder of Lincoln, had 
secretly sent his theatrical wardrobe 
through Canada and had it shipped from 
a Canadian port inexpectation of finding 
it to hand in one-of the Southern States 
when he’ had succeeded in the object 
which he had in view, and’ that the con- 
spiracy to assassinate President Lin- 
toln was calculated a month before.

ARMOR FOR SHIPS. 
Some Sngisfactory Tests—Better Plates 
Made Here Than Abroad. 
Wasurnoton, Nov. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] \The second of the ar- 


mor-plate tests was made at India Head | 


today in the presence of Secretary 
Tracy, members of the Ordnance Board, 
army and navy experts and’ military 
and naval attaches of the foreign lega- 
tlons. The tests were most satisfactory 
and demonstrated in the opinion of 


“naval officers that this country can pro- 


duce as good, if not better, armor for 
naval ships than is produced abroad. 
The plates tested were the high car- 
bon-nickti-steel plates of Carnegie & 
Co., carbon-nickel-steei Harveyized 
plates of the same firm and high car- 
bon-nickel-steel plates Harveyized from 
the Bethlehem Iron Works. A 6-inch 
rifle was used in firing 12 out of the 
15 shots fired and was placed with the 
end of the muzzle 57 feet to the rear of 
the plates. Five shots in all were dis- 
charged at each plate, four by the 6- 
inch gun in four corners and shot in the 
center of each plate by an 8-inch rifle. 
Each plate was 1014 inches in thick- 
ness. A member of the Ordnance 
Board, speaking of the experiments, 
said that any one of the shots would 
have gone through the steel armor of 
any shipin the word, and exploding 
would have destroyed the vessel. 1 
Commodore Folger, Chief of the 
Ordnance Bureau, in’summing up the 
results of the tests, said: ‘‘The high 
carbon-nickel plate from Bethlehem has 
shown less penetration and less crack- 
ing than others and is decidedly the 
best plate. The penetration was 
markedly less and the cracking one- 
third lessthan the plates of the other 
day. Innocase did the point of the 
projectile go into the oak backing and 
the plate cracked toward the weaker 
side. Ifthis side had been normally 
treated itis fair to suppose that no 
crack would have occurred. The high 
carbon-nickel-steel plate from Carnegie 
was 45 per cent. carbon, which we 
knew before we fired at it wastoo high, 
and thatit would probably crack. The 
tempering methods used in .the low 
carbon Plate Harveyized were defec- 
tive and we did not expect from’ it any 
better result than from the unharvey- 
ized nickle plate, which. Carnegie fur- 
nished before we received the high 
carbon-nickel-plate from Bethlehem, 
which has always been our favorite and 
is unquestionably superior to any armor 
that has been tried in this country or 
abroad.’’ RET 


THE REVOLT IN BRAZIL. 


Rebel Troops Threaten to March upon 
Rio de Janeiro. 


More Garrisons Declare for the Insurgents 
—The New Junta Now Hasan Army 
of 40,000 Well-armed 
Soldiers, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Nov. 14.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Herald’s Buenos 
Ayres special says: ‘‘Telegrams from 
Paso de Los Libres confirm the revolt in 
Rio Grande do Sul, and to add to the se- 
riousness of affairs, it is reported that 
the Sixth Regiment has joined the insur- 
gents at Uruguayana, atown in the 
southwestern part of Rio Grande. Its 
commander, Col. Salgado, has also gone 
over. Besides Uruguayana, the towns 
of Pedrito, Alegrito, Rosario and Itaqui 
are reported to have declared in favor 
of the insurgents. The forces of the 
new Junta are said.to number 40,000, 
all well armed and “enthusiastic. The 
leaders are reported to be planning an 
immediate attack on Porto Alegre. 
The garrison at Casapava is reported to 
have joined the rebels. 

“The troops of the Junta at Santa 
Ana and Livramonto are said to be pre- 
paring to march upon Rio Janeiro and a 
conflict seems imminent. The govern- 
ment fleet at Stagni. composed of two 
monitors and three gunboats, has been 
ordered upto the Junta. This caused 
great rejoicing. 

‘Mail advices via Coatz says the 
rebels surrounded the arsenal at Atsqui 
yesterday. The arsenal is defended by 
8300 government troops. The rebels 
demanded its surrender. The comman- 
der refused. Anattack was expected 
today. Theinhabitants are generally 
alarmed and are fleeing from the town.”’ 

Rio JANEIRO, Nov. 14.—It is asserted 
that much discontent exists among the 
people of San Paulo. The censorship 
exercised over all telegrams is stricter 
than ever. 

Ba.timorg, Noy. 14.—The Journal of 
Commerce in its,issue_ this will 
say: Telegramstouching the political 
disturbances in Brazil are given little 
credence by large Baltimore houses in- 
terested in coffee. Robert Levering is 
in receipt of cables from there, posi- 
tively denying the existence of any 
‘trouble in Rio. 


A WATER FAMINE. 


The Supply in New York Will Fail Unless 
Rain Comes. 

New York, Nov. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] People here are.in fear 
of a water famine or great scarcity at 
least if the drought continues. The 
chief engineer of the Croton aqueduct, 
speaking in regardtoit, said: ‘The 
present supply from the Croton River 
is about 40,000,000 gallons a day, and 
this comparatively small supply will 
gradually grow less as the drought con- 
tinues. The reserve supply in Kirk 
Lake, Lake Mahopac, and other smaller 
lakes has been entirely exhaugted. I 
am trying to hold all the water I can 
in the Central Park and Forty- 
Second-street reservoirs for use in case 
of fire. But with the utmost economy 
the water there is steadily falling, and 
is now lower than ever before.’”’ . 

Men were sent out yesterday to turn 
off the water from all public drinking 


fountains and open hydrants. All 
sprinkling of streets will be 
stopped. This alone will save 
about 200,000 gallons day. 


A reduction of the pressure will also 
save over 1,000,000 gallons a day. 
“All that willsave us from a water 
famine now,’’ said Mr. Birdsall, *‘ Will 
be a fall of two inches of rain.”’

said county is hereby ordered and directed 
to provide such furniture as shall be meces- 
sary forthe use of the Courtinthe trans- 
action of business, for’ the courtrogm, 
judge's chambers, jury room, reporter's 


‘room and witness room, and the expenses 


incurred in providing such furniture, to be 
reported to the Judge of this department. 
W. P. WADE, 
Judge of the Superior Court. 
It will be noticed that the Court does 


not specify the kind of furniture with 


which the Sheriff is ordered to fit up the 
new quarters of Department Three, and 
the inference is that Judge Wade means 
“that the old furniture shall be removed 
from the Murrieta Block until the Su- 
pervisors see fit to substitute new fur- 
niture therefor. As, however, the con- 
tract for furnishing the Courthouse has 
been let to the Los Angeles Furniture 
Company, and that firm declines to al- 
low any furniture to go into the build- 
ing that they do not place there, upon 
the penalty of a suit for the bill of snch 
furniture, whether supplied by their 
firm or not, it is possible that the com- 
pany may not permit the furniture from 
the old courtroom. to be placed in the 
aew, and some fun may confidently be 
looked for in the near future. 
It will be remembered that the six 
judges of the Superior Court drew lots 
for the choice of courtrooms in the new 
building, and that Judge Wade’ was left 
out inthe cold. When the five lucky 
judges moved into their new quarters, 
Judge Wade was given his choice of the 
old courtrooms, and picked out that in 
the Murrietta building, formerly occu- 
pied by Judge Smith, that being the best 
fitted up. It would seem, therefore, in 


the face of these facts, that Judge Wade 


is somewhat hasty when he states in 
his order that no suitable courtroom for 
the sessions of Department Three has 
been provided by the Supervisors. 

SUIT AGAINST INDIAN AGENT RUST. 

The papers in the case of Lucy A. 
Fontain vs. Horatio N. Rust, a suit to 
recover $3000 damages for an alleged 
trespass‘ and forcible ejectment, were 
tiled in the United States Circuit Court 
vesterday, the matter having been 
transferred from Judge Otis’ court at 
San Bernardino.

It is hoped by the Department of Ag- 
riculture that the bamboo may yet be 
cultivated in this country as it is in 
China, where'it supplies a large part of 
the wants of the people, being applied 
to more than 500 different purposes. 


In the Flowery Kingdom takes. the 


place of both iron and steel. The 
farmer builds his house and fences out 
of.it; his farming utensils as well as his 
household furniture are manufactured 
from it, while the tender shoots fur- 
nish him with a most delicious vege- 
table for his table. 

The roots are carved into fantastic 
images, shaped into divining blocks to 
guess the will of the gods, or cut into 
lantern handles and canes.

A SERIOUS CHARGE, 


Arrest of F. H. Heald, the Elsi- 
nore Capitalist. 


Charged with Double Dealing in a. 
Land Transaction. 


Lots Sold to Settlers and also toa 
Trust Company. 


Heald Denies Any Intent of Wrong-doing, | 
and Says the Matter Was a Mis- 
take of His Book- 
keeper.

Yesterday afternoon it was rumoréd 
that Frank H. Heald, the Elsinore capi- 
talist, had got into some trouble about 
land matters, and left for parts un- 
known. Latera telegram was received 
at police headquarters, saying that a 
warrant was out for Heald’s arrest ona 
charge of having sold anumber of lots 
twice, once to settlersin his town auq@ 
once to the Security Loan and Trust 
Company of this city; that he was sup- 
posed to be in Los Angeles, and that 
if found to arrest and hold him until an 
officer could come after him. 

On receipt of this telegram, Detect- 
ive Bosqui was detailed to look Heald 
up, and at 6 o’clock found him at his 
brother’s residence. He was placed 


under arrest and taken to the «city | 


prison, where he was locked up to 
await the arrival of the Elsinore officer, 


the authorities at that place having } 


been notified at once of the capture. 
HEALD’S STORY. 

Mr. Heald was seen last evening by a 
TIMEs reporter at the station, and when 
asked if he had any statement to make, 
talked very freely, saying he had noth- 
ing to conceal. 

first I knew of these charges,”’ 
said Mr. Heald, ‘‘was when the officer 
came to my brother’s inthis city and 
placed me under arrest. I suppose I 
will have to.remainin jail over night, as 
I cannot give bail out of the county in 
which the warrant was. issued, and I. 
can’t possibly reach Elsinore tonight. 
It is part of the schemeto keep me in 
jail over night. 

‘As tothe charges, I have but little 
to say. The whole thing isa put-up 
job on the part of my enemies. Under 
the Wright act irrigation bonds to the 
amount of $452,000 have been 
and as the property is 
assessed for but $225,000 I have 
opposed the bouds, and the mat- 
ter is now before the Superior Court 
in San Diego. A decision will be 
reached in a few days, and my arrest is 
for the purpose of influencing the de- 
cision. This is my belief in the matter, 
for I have done nothing criminal. <As_ 
to my selling land twice, that is all 
bosh. It is true, 1 made a trust deed to 
the Los Angeles Security Loan and 
Trust Company of this city, and among 
the lots so deeded were a few that I 
had sold to parties in Elsinore. This 
mistake was made by a_ book- 
keeper, but the whole thing was 
straightened out by the trust 
company. When I heard last Mon- 
day that my enemies were talking 
of arresting me on this transaction [ 
came to Los Angeles and saw the offi- 
cers of the Trust Company and they 
promised to straighten the matter out, 
It was all a mistake and if the company 
does not give owners of those lots good 
titles all they have to do is to sue the 
company to quit-claim title. 

“After fixing things up with the com- 
pany I returned to Elsinore and thought 
nothing more of the matter. I left 
there Friday with a horse I sold in this 
city, as I promised to drive him up. 
Last night I slept at Richard Gird’s, as 
he is a warm friend of mine, and drove 
in town today, reaching this city at4 
o’clock this afternoon, 

‘Tam the founder of Elsinore, which 
I laid outin 1883. I owned at that 
time the Laguna ranch of 14,000 
acres, including the lake anda lot of 
other land. I have had more or less 
trouble with the settlers, but nothing 
of a serious nature has come up before. 
This is all spite work, and for the pur- 
pose of influencing the San Dieg 
court in the irrigation case.

Leaks on the Farm. 

{Farm and Orchard.] 
There are many leaks upon some 
farms, and some upon nearly every 
farm. A fewof them are, a lack of 


| knowledge of the principles of feeding, 
‘| so that foods are not rightly propor- 
| tioned for the resiilts desired. An at- 


tempt to do more than can be properly 
done, and a consequent neglect to do 
work in the proper season. This leads 


| to extra cost for labor to destroy large 
| weeds which could have been easily 


killed while small, and in future sea- 
sons to killing those that spring up 
from their seeds. It also results in 


| crops not harvested when they are at 


their most favorable conditions, as the 
late-cut hay, the frozen vegetables or 
fruit and other damaged products will 
testify. 

The keeping of land which does not, 
mowing land .or 
woodland, or in hoed crops, pay a fair 
profit over the cost of manure, labor 


is another bad leak of common occur- 
rence. Again, cows that do not pay 
their keeping for more than nine 
months inthe year, and horses whose 
days’ work during. the year does not’ 
amount to as much as their feed costs, 
ate leaks that let the profits run away 
ytapidly..

Farm- 
ers are dry plowing. 

Lancaster (James P. Ward)— Weather 
cold with considerable frost. Work has 
commenced on the Cull irrigation system. 
Water will be brought from Little Rock 
Creek. There will be seventeen miles of 
main ditches, from twelve to twenty-five 
feet wide and two anda half to four feet 
deep. Three miles of ditch had been fin- 
ished last Saturday, and it is expected to 
have nine miles completed by December 1.

—Walnuts and winter apples are being

Mogroe intro- 
duced the first speaker, Miss Allie Felker, 
of the primary department of the Washing- 
ton school, who read a very excellent paper 
on “The relation of thefKindergarten to 
Science Work.’ After discussing the gen- 
eral lack of any foundation for science 
work found in the average pupil, she 
orcs how the kindergarten supplied 

eis requisite. Froebel’s, seeing this lack, 
sought how he might remove it. Seeing 
in the cube, cylinder and sphere, types 
both of form and figuratively of the three 
kingdoms, presented them as gifts to the 
kindergarten. The cube moving only when 

laced on acorner or edge, and then fall- 
ng ‘to sleep,’’ may fitly represent 
the short-lived action of numerals 
undergoing changes; the cylinder moving 
in certain lines represents the vegetable 
life, and the sphere with its movements in 
all lines, the animal. The school is here a 
garden and the children plants. Nature is 
studied here in more prominent phenom- 
ena, fruit and flowers, their shape and color, 
how to cut them from paper, and with 
worsted and silk their colors reproduced. 
By work of this kind conducted for one to 
three years, a good foundation of simple 
observations and a good habit of observing 
is laid by which the study of science is 
greatly facilitated.

Prof. John Dickinson of Throop Univers. 
ity next discussed the subject of ‘-Meteoric 
Showers.’’ Some decades back these show- 
ers were the subject of much awe, and even 
terror, many supposing the universe to be 
falling to ruin.. In 1833, and in 1866 these 
showers were of unusual magnitude, and 
in November of 1899 those who are on this 
planet may expect to see another of these 
magnificentshowers. If then the earth is 
moving toward the constellation Leo, and 
the moon deigns modestly to veil her face, 
the spectacle will probably We brilliant. 
Many theories have been formulated to ac-. 
count for these November showers. Some 
supposed that these were stones that were 
ejected by the earth in previous ages, and 
are now returning; others suppose that 
they are ejected by volcanic action of the 
sun; various other planets have been like- 
wise credited with theiro rigin. . 

These theories have been largely set aside 
by the researches of the last thirty. years. 
Observations of the movement of comets, 
and the fact that the meteoric showers of 
August and November kept company with 
the comets of those periods, led to ihe con- 
jecture that the breaking up of comets 
gives rise to meteoric showers, a conjecture 
which observation continues to strengthen, 
one comet having been observed to split, 
and finally, at the time when it should ap- 
pear, only meteoric showers have been 
seen. 

Charles L. Ennis, principal of the Spring- 
street school, Los Angeles, next read 
a celver paper on ‘The Relation of 
Teacher to Principal.’ In the early

own sweet will, both ‘‘lickin’’’ and ‘“larn- 
in.’’* the former predominating. In time, 
school districts required more than a single 
teacher, and several were employed, one 
fur his superior qualifications, dealing out 
the ‘‘lickin’,’’ while the others attended to 
the ‘‘larnin’;’’ hence the term ‘‘principal”’ 
and subordinate teachers. In the course of 
time the duties of principal and teachers 
have taken their present form. 

Success in the school requires that good 
feeling exist between principal and subor- 
dinate, and each should be careful not to 
weaken the influence of the other. While 
itisimportant that the principal should 
support his subordinates, it is not wise for 
the principal to take charge of all cases of 
discipline. The teacher who frequently 
sends pupils to the principal for discipline 
weakens her own influence, asitis an ac- 
knowledgement of weakness that the pupils 
soon understand. While it is sometimes 
necessary to send pupils to the principal he 
should be left entirely free to use his own 
judgment. Successin a school can onl 
come from entire harmony between princi- 
pal and assistants. 

Supt. C. H. Keyes of Riverside then dis- 
cussed the subject, ‘‘Training for Gitizen- 
ship,’’ and at the outset reminded the 
teachers present of the pleasure Riverside 
expected in entertaining the teachers of 
the State and county in December next. 
All education that aims to make a child 
more intelligent, more manly or womanly 
is training for citizenship. Training for 
citizenship should not be limited to the con- 
sideration of how toexercise the right of 
suffrage. Here the speaker took the 
ground that it was high time that citizen. 
ship andthe right of suffrage should be 
synonymous, andthat these rights should 
be granted on equal terms in all States. A 
study of the Constitution of the United 
States and of the State will find that its 
parts were not worked out by the 
fathers in 1766, but it is a growth 
whose roots reach back to the days 
of early Greece. It is a growth, nota 
creation. The British constitution is ‘the 
direci source of our constitution, while it in 
turn has been infiuences by German and 
French codes. No study of civics is com. 
plete that starts short of ancient Greece.

Professors Who Sail with the 
Farmers’ Alliance. 


A Debating Club Settles an Inter- 
national Question.

Quite acrowd of country people, witha 
sprinkle of officials and politicians, gath- 
ered at the fair grounds pavilion here, yes- 
terday forenoon, to enjoy a feast of good 
things, intellectual and otherwise, under 
the auspices of the Farmers’ Alliance of 
this county. Among the leaders of these 
millennium agitators, andthe chief speak- 
ers on the occasion, were such distin- 
guished horny-handed sons of toil as Profs. 
Loveland and Tatum. Lovelandis a shin- 
ing light among the Spiritualists of Sum- 
merland, and a lecturer on that and other 
occult sciences. Mr. Tatumis an ex-mem. 
ber of the Alabama Legislature and a lec- 
turer on ‘‘Quarterology.”’ \ 

The meeting was presided over by E.,.P. 
Sawyer of Carpinteria, the county presi- 
dent of the Alliance, late of Canada, anda 
non-voterin this country, Loveland made 
the firstspeech. He was loaded for b’ar, 
and paid his respects to Senator Ingalls of 
Kansas and Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge of 
of Massachusetts. He said that the whole 
system of politics was wrong: that, accord- 
ing to practice of the two great parties.in 
this country, politics was fast becoming an 
an internecine struggle for the offices, and 
the spoils thereof;that philanthropic and 
humane views were altogether neglected, 
and thatIngalls had’ pronounced such no- 
tions an ‘‘irridescent dream,’’ and that Mr. 
Lodge had said, in opposition to the Man- 
chester school of politics, that the measure 
of it all was based on strict political econ- 
omy and thatthe almighty dollar was at 
the bottom of the scheme. The speaker 
contended that such notions as these would 
sooner or later utterly undermine and des- 
troy the best government on earth. What 
he characterized as the,‘‘principles of eter- 
nal justice and right,’ must obtain or else 
this fair government of ours would 
fall. Politics implied a moral responsibil- 
ity, and without this there was no security. 

The Professor next sailed into the Na. 
tional banking system. He said the bank- 
ers of this country were the only class of 
people on earth who could turn their in- 
debtedness intoasource of profit. He said 
the more a national banker owes the better 
off he is. The bank issues are notes—act- 
ual obligations—but the banker charged 
interest on them the same as coin.‘ The 
banker in fact collected a double interest; 
first, from the Government from which he 
purchased his bonds, and then from the 
people, to whom he loaned his promises to 
pay, or notes. He said the interests and 
discounts paid the bankers of the United 
States was greater than the entire cost of 
the civil war. aside from these payments, 
during the war period. After Tatum con- 
cluded his ‘‘appeal’’ lunch was served on 
the ground and more oratory was indulged 
in during the afternoon. 

HIGH SCHOOL LITERARY EXERCISES. 

In place of the usual literary exercises at 
the High school on Friday afternoon, the 
High School Debating Club discussed the 
following question: ‘‘Resolved that the 
annexation of Canada would be beneficial to 
the United States.’’ For the affirmative 
were Frank McConnell, Charles Squier and 
George Sanders; and for the negative, Ed- 
ward Rainey, Henry Van Volkenborgh and 
Jerry Lillard. The club selected as judges 
C. A. Storke, Edward Ivison, and Miss Lu 
Hosner. After athorough ventilation _of 
the argument pro and con the question was 
‘submitted tothe judges. Mr. Storke, as 
chairman of the committee, presented the 
report, and in so doing complimented those 
of the affirmative very highly upon their 
superior delivery and oratory, but decided 
the question in favor of the negative. The 
six young gentlemen acquitted themselves 
well indeed, and the discussion on both 
sides showed research and labor, and was 
very interesting to all present. The next 
question to be considered will be the 
‘“Pariff."*

“RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


More About the Coast Line Railroad 
Matter. 


Preparing to Resist the Floods—The Ter- 
minal’s Telegraph Line—General, 
Local and Personal Rail- 
road Mention. 


In yesterday's paper there was printed 
an Associated Press dispatch from San 
Francisco giving encouraging news of 
the Coast Line Railway and the pros- 
pects of the gap being closed. An- 
other dispatch, received from that city 
last night, says that a committee com- 
prising Messrs. Phillips and Jack of San 
Luis Opispo. have laid before the 
Southern Pacific Company deeds to the 
desired right-of-way, and work on the 
new line will be begun at once, com- 
mencing at Santa Margarita in San Luis 
Obispo county. The line will run due 
south tothe city of San Luis Obispo, 
and thence tothe Coast, which it strikes 
near Port Hanford. Thence it follows 
with some deflectionsthe Coast line as | 
far as Santa Lucia, from which point it 
goes to El Cojo. The actual line is not 
yet located, the surveys which have 
been made not being yet decisive as to 
whether the Coast line shall be followed 
between these two points or whether 
the road shall follow the Santa Ynez 
River for a distance from Santa Lucia 
and then go by way of the valley through 
the Santo Ynez mountains to reach El 
Cojo by this last route. From El Cojo 
to Ellwood the Coast will be followed 
closely by the new line, and the gap 
thus closed willafford a through route 
to people of the South, which will com- 
bine many excellent features, besides 
being the most direct route between 
Los Angeles and this city. The con- 
struction of the line will cost $3,000,- 
000.

OLD DAYS AT WEST POINT. 


FROLICS AND WORK IN CAMP 
‘«YANKING” THE PLEBES, 


Capt. Charles King, A. 
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OW one wonid sup- 
pose that the average 
cadet,’’ having 
it, kept the plebe either 
at drill or at work 
from reveille at 5 a. 
m. until ‘‘taps’’ at 10 
p. m., would grant 
im the boon of a night’s _ rest, 
but, looking backward ‘over that 
eventful camp of -1862, I cannot 
recall one night, fair. or foul, ‘of unin- 
terrupted slumber. I can recall many 
during which, in our plebe hotel. at 
least, the occupants enjoved not a wink 
of sleep. 

When ‘‘taps’’ sounded ‘at 10 o'clock 
the cadet captains and lieutenants pa- 
trolled their company streets a few 
minutes, smoking their pipes (for smok- 
ing was then allowed) and chatting in 
low tones. The commandant and the 
four officers detailed as his assistants 
had theirtents in camp and were sup- 
posed to sleep there, but no such disci- 
pline was mainiained then as now, and 
so far as protection tothe plebe was con- 
cerned, these excellent instructors and 
accomplished|tacticians might just as 
well have been in Jericho. ' Anyone out- 
side the line of sentries would have 
been impressed with the silence and or- 
der that reigned in the camp from the 
instant the drum-beat signalled, and the 
cadet captains’ voices echoed ‘‘put out 
those lights.”’ 

But we fellows ‘‘on the inside’’ could 
have told a different story. I tremble 
to think how many a game now hon- 
ored and distinguished in the engineers 
and in the line of the army would have 
been incontinently stricken from the 
rolls in ’62 had it not been for the plebé 
ethics that held us to uncomplaining 
silence as to the pranks of our tormen- 
tors. Their methods were numberless, 
but the most approved consisted of 
‘‘vanking,’’ ‘‘tent dropping,’ ‘‘blanket 
tossing’’ and ‘‘smoking out.’’

Between 10 and 11 ‘‘yanking”’ 
was not general, as the peatting might 
run upon an officer, either graduate or 
undergraduate, a member of the guard 
or a Cadet on duty, and any one of these 
when questioned by authority could 
only answer ‘‘on honor’’ or risk their 
own commissions by refusing reply. By

Many’sthe time I have tried 
to hide there, rolled in my recovered 
blankets, and snatch an hour or two 
of placid sleep while my classmates 
were spinning around camp; but the 
sentry, who never could see the brace 
of old cadets running his post, was a 
model of soldierly inflexibility where 
the plebe was concerned. His search- 
ing eye would be sure to find the would- 
be hider and bring upon the piebian 
head the vials of his denunciation. 

‘‘Back to your tent, sir, at once, un- 
less you wish meto report you to the 
commandant fog running sentry post 
after taps,” amd back to our tents 
obediently # iwe go. I hear, asl 
often heard thet, ‘some fellow who 
hadn’t been thfOngh it all, say at this 
juncture: ‘I woulda’t let ’em yank me 
into the ditch. I'd roll off my blanket.”’ 
Well, lots of us -tried that, and wished 
we hadn't. The more one dodged what 
was done the more he got of what per- 
haps would not have been done had 
he simply taken it all as a matter 


of course. ‘‘Was there no attempt 
on the part of the authorities 
to stop it?’’ Goodness, yes! I re- 


member several occasions when the 
sash and sword, the blue and gold of the 
officer-in-charge appeared in our com- 
pany street, and while he was, berating 
the cadet officer of Co. A for the fact; 
that their ‘‘plebes’’ were shivering,’ 
blanket-laden, back to their violated 
abodes, the plebes of B, C, and D com- 
panies were being ‘‘snaked”’ out of their 
nests by the dozens, and no sooner had 
the indignant official hastened thither- 
ward to restore order he would find an 
almost sepulchral quiet reigning—and 
we would again come bounding forth 
from our half-foot high door step. | 
One night, having been guilty of some 
infraction of the unwritten laws held 
sacred by yearling cadets, I was 
dragged forth about every two minutes 
and the thing was becoming monoton- 
ous. Somewhere towards 12:30, how- 
ever, I found that three fellows had 
hold of my blanket and that a jour- 
ney was in prospect.

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OEETAH., 
A STORY OF THE PIUTE AND BAN- 
NOCK WAR OF 1876, 


By Gen. O. O. Howard. 
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‘EETAH lived in a wild 
place, rifhtly named. 
“Malheur, which 
means misfortune. 

Oeetah's father, years 
before, had been mor- 
tally wounded in bat- 
tle. In his last mo- 
ments he had given the. 
child, then 8 years old, 
to his brother Egan, the new Piute 
chief. It was this battle that ended the 
old Piute war. The white men, as they 
finally doin every struggle with the 
red men, had conquered, 

The new chieftain gathered the strag- 
gling remnants of his tribe. He ad- 
dressed them with bitter calmness: , 

“The white men take my land; they 
drive off my ponies; they kill my child- 
ren! My brother takes the war-path. 
Many suns the red men and'the white 
men fight. Many soldiers, many braves, 


die. The war chief, my brother, is 
slain. The young men are buried by 
the creek. Egan fights no more. 


White man says: ‘Peace; take a home 
at Malheur. There is good land, good 
water, white man’s food. The red man 
and white man eat bread together.’ 
Egan is done.”’ 

So, from the borders of Nevada the 
poor half-clad Indians were mounted on 
their wornout ponies and-marched off to 


Oeetah long remembered that ride. 
A lot of bundles were put upon a mouse- 
colored pony’s back and tied on, mak- 
ing him look like a young elephant with 
legs too small; then she was perched at 
the top and fastened tothe load by a 
strap drawn tightly across her lap. 
She was afraid, but her uncle laughed 
at her and gave her a little whip. She 
soon became mistress of the situation, 
and when the pony stopped to eat she 
would swing her lash around and hit 


diwh eyes. Quickly all was stir, confn- 
sion, clamor. The young Shoshohes 
were telling theirtales of successful 
murders and robberies of the white men 
in arms, of the soldiers who must come 
from far separate posts; the Too-at was 
wildly prophesying and uaging; andthe 
angry Egan forbidding nothing, the 
whole camp was on the swift move to 
catch and saddle the ponies, the women 
gathering upthe stuffto pack on the 
animals. 

Oeetah had her own white pony. She 
caught him, by seizing his long drag- 
ging lariat. and in aninstant had him 
saddled. and bridled; throwing her red 
blanket across the saddle, and tying her 
stall bundle fast behind it, she sprang 
into the place. 

The now quiet cavalcade pulled out 
of the camp in good order. Egan made 


Oeetah ride with the women following 


on, while he and the men pressed for- 
ward in the direction of the appointed 
meeting place. 

They found assembled already be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 Indian people. 
The old chief of the Piutes, Leigh's 
father, flatly opposed the war, so did 
Leigh and his brother. Egan hesitated. 
He hated white men; had not they 
killed his brother, his early comrades? 
They new agent never had suited him, 
and now had refused rations to his 


guests; yet Egan did not like to break a 


promise. 

Oeetah watched her friends anxiously. 
Her husband, his father and brothers 
were for peace, the Too-at, and the 
vounger Piutes were for war; and Egan 
sullen and silent, she bravely ventured 


and became the war chief. 


clared if he would not lead them they 
would keep him prisoner. My _ father 
and brothers spoke out. for peace. 
Leigh had already gone. He had run 
off with the Smith family, and the In- 
dians were furiousaboutthat. The lives 
of all the peace-men were threatened. I 
saw my fatherandtold him they would 
killhim.

Such was the substance of Sarah’s 
tale. She mourned for Egan and the 
residue of the Piutes swallowed up by 
the war party, as if they were already 
dead. 

The old chief, with his seventy fol- 
lowers, men, women and children, came 
all right to our troops and kept alto- 
gether out of the destructive war which 
followed. 

We took Oeetah and Sarah as guides 
and interpreters during our marches 
through that vast and almost uninhab- 
ited territory, where the shrewd war- 
riors under Egan led us a_ long chase. 
For Egan suddenly gave up opposition 
He would 
scatter his people like so many black- 
birds through the mouhtaiw fastnesses, 
the woods’ and thickets. to’ waylay us. 
We heard of them just after the Stein 
Mountain council in the country tothe

About three years aft@® she was mar- 
ried toa young chief, ef, the Nevada 
Piutes. 1 had seen him on my visit to 
Malheur; a bright fellow, who cut his 
hair short and dressed like a young 
white farmer. His ‘‘Boston’’ name was 
Leigh. His sister Sarah was often with 
the Malheur Piutes, a girl of great in- 
telligence and character; she acted as 
interpreter, and taught the other girls 
many things. Leigh, too, could read 
and write a little. 
- Oeetah went to Nevada with Leigh, 
but she often made the long journey, 
pony-back, to visit her uncle at Mal- 
heur. She was with Egan when an- 
other frightful Indian war broke out, 
It began, between some Shoshones and 
white men in Idaho, about a hundred 


After the first conflict the Shoshones 
rushed on toward the West, robbing and 
killing white people all along, and 
always gathering numbers from the 
Indian tribes they passed, until finally 
they arrived at the Malheur. 

That afternoon Egan was asleep in 
his lodge. At the door the Too-at—the 


chanting his wild prophesies to the

While this council was sitting in the 
top of Stein Mountain, a company of 


young Indians had descended the steeps, 


to the house of a white man near the 
Smith and his two sons, who 
lived there, and pastured their horses

While the dreamer talked Ocetah 
was thinking. She dreaded war—it 
meant murder. She hoped that her 
ceachér might be spared. She didn’t 
want himto die. Leigh had always 
‘worked with white men and they had 
paid him wages. She could-not see why 
her people wanted such white men 


Suddenly a strange. persistent, far-off 
noise fike the continuous whooping of 
men fnd women, interrupted their talk 
and work, Itseemed-to come from the 
direction of the Castte Mountain, which 
raised its lofty crest above them toward 
the North. 

There came into view a number of 
young men on horseback. Egan was 
evidently angry. Assoon as the young 
men saw himthey became silent. re- 
spectful, dismounted and approached | 
the people now standing up in no little 
excitement. The babies cried, and the 
old Too-at was adding his shout to the 
din: ‘Oke--Oke sun! this is dav!" 
The leader of the young men spoke to 
Egan: ‘Egan, be war chief! Buffalo-

So Sarah, woman as she was, and fora 
long time more accustomed to civilized 
than to. savage life, took for com- 
panions two friendly Piutes, our trusty 
guides, andset out with them on horse- 
back for a ride of over ond hundred 
miles through an uninhabitable, deso- 
late, lava country, to reach the famous 
Indian camp. 

In three days she returned, bringing 
only Oeetah and one of the Piute guides. 
At first she wept hysterically, sobbing 
that her heart was broken, and that 
everything, everything ‘was lost. 

Later, refreshed by a supper and a 
cup of coffee, she told her story to the 
officer in command. 

-**You know, Colonel, when I left you 
three days ago—well, I rode on with- 
out resting at all till I came to the 
foot of the mountain. I kept the 
guides back and went myself to the 
steep path. Then I saw one of my 
people, a Piute boy, one I could trust. 
He answered my call and came to me. 
‘Go tell my father, and nobody else, 
that Iam here and want to speak to 
him;’ I said. In about half an hour 
Oeetah and another girl, messengers 
from my father, came. We bundled up 
my nicer things and I put on a blanket 
and we went up the steeps togetherjike 
any other squaws. Nobody recognized 
me except members of my family and a 
few friends. <A great feast and council 
was going on. Isat with the women 
and heard much. Egan was mad, yet 
he didn’t want war. The Shoshones de- 


south of Camp Harney, flying all to- 
gether to head off and defeat a portion 
of our cavalry. 

I had, one day, tosend a message to. 
Harney, then about 100 miles distant. 
I told Sarah that one of my aides ‘was. 
going to Harney, and that he needed a 
guide. ‘‘Oh,’? said she, ‘“Oeetah and_ 
me will go!”’ 

The aide and a corporal, with these 
two guides set out. They rested but 
once on the whole hundred-mile ride, 
then only for an hour, holding their 
horses by the lariats all the while to let 
them nibble at the bunch grass. A 

Having obtained the important news 
that a battle was already going on. be-' 
yond Harney, the party turned back the 
next day and met us on the road, as yet 
forty miles from that post. 

Oeetah and Sarah always had a small 
wedge-tent to themselves. They took 
care of their own ponies, putting on 
them the saddles and bridles in the 
morning, and unsaddling and picketing 
them after the day’smarch.

Though 
she knew that she could not live long, 
stillshe was ‘greatly terrified at the 
sight of white men, fearing we would 
torture orkillher. To her astonishment 
she was taken up with care, lifted upon 
a horse and tied fast to the saddle. It 
was then led along gently to our en- 
campment. Sarah and Oeetah took her 
to their tent, washed her thoroughly, 
replaced her tattered garments by some 
things from their own scanty wardrobe 
and by what they could make up from 
blankets; they gave her tea and food. 
How happy she became! Her tongue 
was unloosed and she opened to Sarah 
all her heart. Oeetah behaved toward 
her like a granddaughter. 

At last we ourselves came to battle. 
Oeetah had, ridden on ahead, :eard 
the firing, turned her horse and flew 
back to me. crying excitedly: ‘‘They 
pight in de mountain! Dey pight 
dare !”’ 

When we came nearthe battle-ground 
I noticed the difference between the 
two Indian girls. Sarah became much 
disturbed, and talked in high tones; 
Oeetah was silent and very sad. 

After some time, later in the war, 
news was brought that a Umatilla, 
Umapine by name, had proved treach- 
erous tothe Piutes, for whom h d 
been fighting. and that (he had 
Egan. This was more than r 
Oeeta could bear. She cried bitterly 
and long.

He made with his people 
the long winter march of 300. miles to 
the Yakima.

-It was 
a cold, snowy, muddy encampment, and 
the picture of the half-clad, shivering 
beings trying to warm themselves over 
miserable smokes made by the damp 
wood was a painful sight. But I no- 
ticed that Oeetah was warmly clad. 
She had ‘good moccasins, a flannel dress 
and athick red blanket. She smiled: 
pleasantly as she shook my hand and 
said: *‘Oeetah well and good,’’ meaning 
‘‘welland happy.’? Soshe was. Leigh 
looked very pro as Sarah introduced 
him to me, and he thanked me and all 
who were with me for our kindness to 
his wife and sister during the troubles.

PAPER OHASING. 


A CAPITAL OUTDOOR GAME FOR 
BOYS,

OR those boss boys 
who have not the 
strength, or the in- 
clination to play 
foot-ball, there is no 
other game that may 
be indulged in with 
so much pleasure and 
benefit as paper chas- 


ing. More real exercise may be got in 
less time from running than from any 


other sport, except sparring, and the 
former has the very great advantage 
that it may be practiced in the open air. 
The objection which most boys have to 
running is that it lacks excitement. I 
grant that trotting a dozen times or more 
around a quarter-mile cinder path may 
be monotonous, but when the three or 
four miles covered is over a pleasant 
stretch of the open country, embracing 
field, wood, and meadow land, following 
a trail laid with intent to deceive, and 
when there is added besides the ele- 
ment of competition roused by the de- 
sire of each runner to be ‘‘first in,’’ the 
sport is one that should appeal to every 
lad. Paper chasing, however, is not as 
popular asit was a few years ago. 
This is due to the fact that ’cross-coun- 
try racing hasto a great extent sup- 
planted the more enjoyable and health- 


| ful pastime. 


Paper chasing, or hare and hounds, 
is, of course, simply another form of 
cross-country. running, the difference 
beitig that in the latter there are no 
hares, and the course is fixed before- 
hand, instead of being left to the 
pleasure of the hares. : 

The stock-in-trade required for a 
paper chase is very simple, all that is 
necessary being a light canvas or 
leather bag with open mouth, which is 
hung over each hare’s shoulders, and a 
quantity of’ paper for the ‘‘scent.”’ 
The hares are allowed a start of from 
five to fifteen minutes, depending on 
the length of the chase and the charac- 
ter of the country. The allowance 
should always be sufficient to permit the 
hares to get well out of sight before 
the hounds start. 

Evéry half dozen strides or so the 
hares should drop a small handfull of 
the scent. The paper used should not 
‘be torn into small bits, as is usually 
-done, but into strips about eight inches 
long. These are more conspicuous than 
the others, and instead of being blown 
away by the wind, they curl round the 
‘grass and bushes, forming a very dis- 

~, As long as there is any scent left in 
the. bags the hares must lay a fair and 
€dntinuous trail. When the scent is 
exhausted, however, the bag is dropped. 


The bull and the hare. 


This is a signal to the hounds that their 
prey has started ‘‘home’’ on a ‘‘bee- 
line,’’ and thev are, of course. at liberty 
to follow likewise. The hares must spr- 
mount all obstacles over which they lay 
the trail. They may cross fordable 
streams only, and must keep within 
hailing distance of each other. 

Often both ‘‘slow’’ and ‘‘fast’’ packs 
start in pursuit. The slow pack re- 
ceives a start on the fast of about one 
minute for each mile to be run. Each* 
hound of the fast pack is his own 
master, and may follow the trail at 
whatever pace seems best to him. The 
members of. the slow pack, however, 
must keep together until the ‘‘brea@k’’ 
is ordered. They are under the 
direction of a master of the hounds and 
two whips. The master acts as a pace- 
maker, adapting his gait to that of the 
slowest hound, while the duty of the 
whips is to keep the stragglers to 
gether. When the point is reached 
where the hares have dropped the scent- 
bag, the master orders the break for 
home. Then the pack becomes fast. The 
master ceases to order, the whips leave 
the stragglers to straggle, and every 
one goes for home as straight and fast 
as hecan. The ‘‘time’’ of the hares is 
atof the slowerof the two home. If 


pn tg received, the pack wins; oth- 
wise the hares are the victors. Often 
the hares are required to gain some min- 
“ates omtheir original start in order to 

Should the hares in their haste or 
through neglect fail to lay a fair trail, 
the run may be protested. The decision 
‘in this case’ is left-to the master of 
hounds. ~ 

Whenever the nature of the course 
permits, the hares should lay a false 
scent. Onthe artfulness with which 
this is done depends the success of the 
hares and the confusion of the packs. 
By the use of a little judicious decep- 
tion the hounds may be led to run hun- 
dreds of yards farther than the hares, 
and alsoto lose much valuable time. 
The hares, of course, should take turns 
in laying the falsetrails. Forinstance, 
ata cross-roads one:hare continuing 
straight on lays the scent as faulty as 
he fairly can. The other turns to the 
right or left, dropping a very strong 
scent for fifty or a hudred yards, and 
then gradually making it fainter until 
it disappears altogether, after which. 
he rejoins his companions by a short 
cut. The hounds come dashing along 
‘and seeing only the false trail—espe- 
cially if the first handful or two of the 
real has been dropped in the ditch— 
follow headlong. Whenthey get to the 
end they look right and left, and finally 
concluding thatthey have been hoaxed 
return to the junction of the roads to 
find the realtrail. By way of variety, 
the real trail may be made faint at the 
next cross-roads and the false strong. 
Mind@l of this last experience, the 
hound@ will ably follow the latter 
and again come to grief. 

I recollect one hare and hounds chase 
in which Itook part a few years ago 
that terminated rather disastrously for 
the hares. After foilowing the trail 
hotly for about three miles we came 
upon one of the pair resting on the 
stump of atree. He had turned his an- 
kle and was suffering froma bad sprain. 
His companion, knowing that we would 
soon be along, and not wishing to spoil 
the afternoon's run entirely, had gone 
on ahead. Welefttwoof our number 
to accompany the unlucky fellow home 
while we continued the chase, suppos-

that we would have no false trails to 
follow. 

What was our surprise then, in cross- 
ing anextensive bit of meadow land 
on which was pastured a herd of cattle, 
to come suddenly to the end of the trail. 
We looked to the right and left but no 
tiny bit of paper could we see that, 
would give aclew to the direction in 
which the hare had disappeared. Cer- 
tainly it was no false scent, for the 
country round about was so level that 
we could have seen the hare had he 
wasted the time necessary in laying it, 
half a mile away. We spread out and 
covered every yard of ground for an. 
acre. We had just arrived at the con- 
clusion that the. hare was playing a 
trick on us, when a faint halloo- 
ing attracted the attention of one of 


| the sharper-eared of the pack. Three or 


400 yards ahead of us’ was a big oak 
tree, at the foot of which stood an 
angry bull, tearing up the ground with 
his horns. We looked, and soon saw 
what appeared to be a red flag waving 
from the tree-top. Arming ourselves 
with sticks and stones we approached 
cautiously, ready at any moment to re- 
treat if the brute showed an inclination

to fight. Evidently he considered our 
humbers—there were a dozen of us—too 
reat, and he moved unwillingly away. 
n the top of the tree was the unfortun- 
ate hare. He lost no time in getting 
down. According to his story he had 
jumped the fence into the meadow, and 
was making tracks across when he 
heard a snort. Looking back he saw 


the bull with head down and 
tail up, charging him at _ full 
gallop. Behind him was the fence 


and safety, but there was no going back. 
Before him was the tree and he made 
for it. Luckily he had a good start and 
the animal wasn’t much of a sprinter, 
but the race was exciting and the hare 
won by an eye-lash only, as he put it, 
just having time to grasp a low-hang- 
ing limb and pull himself up into safety 
as the bull charged down beneath. He 
thought then that the beast would climb 
the tree after him. A few minutes later 
he had seen us looking for the trail, 
which in his haste he had neglected to 
lay. He endea®ored by shouting and 
waving his red jersey to attract our at- 
tention. The wind was against him 
though, soit was some time before we 
heard him. He has taken part in lots 
of paper chases since then, but I don’t 
think he ever wore red again when 
there was any chance of running on 
pasture land. 

There is one charge that has been 
made against cross-country running in 
reply to which I want to say a word of 
defense. The sport is one that is most 
practiced in the cool weather of late 
fall and early spring. Because dis- 


| eases of the throat or lungs have fol- 


lowed a paper chase in cool weather 
some people declare it dangerous and 
would condemn it. Such misfortunes 
are not due to the sport, but tocareless- 
ness. He colds are sure to follow 
any exercisé that induces perspiration 
if the body'is allowed to cool to rap- 
idly. To prevent this when running % 
a simple matter. On no account on a 
cold day should one walk more than a 
few steps at a time, no matter how 
tired he may be. Jog or trot home, no 
matter how slowly as long asitisa 
run. Wearing an all-wool undershirt 
will also prevent too rapid evaporation 
and the consequent sudden and dan- 
gerous reduction of the temperature of 
the body. Over the shirt may be worn 
a jersey or sweater; a pair of thick 
flannel knickerbockers, long worsted

THE FLOCKING OF BIRDS. 


THE GATHERING OF THE FEATH- 
ERED GLANS.

OT even the owl is as 
much of a hermit as‘ 
he appears. The 
little fellow that 
all summer long has 
) slept by day in the 
hollow apple tree 
and hooted by night 
from the adjacent 
tree-tops, has a taste 
for company, and 
when two meet their hooting gives way 
to a varied range of lowly-murmured 
chatterings very different from the con- 
ventional cries of owldom. Keep a pet 
one (and they are easily tamed,) and 
you will find them not only as wise as 


they look, but not averse to 
rough and tumble fun. But a 
few days ago in my wanderings 


I reached the bank of a river, long 
after sundown and pitched my little 
tent by the fitful light of a green wood 
Ejaculations were not 
smothered, but explosive, and _ the 
whole strange scene brought not one 
but three little red owls to the front. 
They were not afraid, and discussed 
my companion, the dog, and myself 
vigorously. They enjoyed the novelty, 
and all through the night their tremu- 
lous tones broke the stillness of the 
dense, dark woods. I dreamed of huge 
flocks of owls, such as no magn ever 
saw, and was roused at dawn by a great 
rushing of wings that seemed danger- 
ously close at hand. It was a flock of 
blackbirds. 

I have already said that birds are so- 
cial, and whatever may have been the 
conditions at the dawn of bird-life, their 
gatherings now are purely pleasurable. 
I do not think any advantage to the in- 
dividual can come of it, other than sat- 
isfying social impulses. Let us go back 
to the formation of those huge flocks, 
and give a moment's notice to another 
phase of a bird’s existence. This, from 
a recent paper, covers the whole 
ground: ‘‘Most birds, we are told, 
‘pair once for all, till either one er the 
other dies.’ Dr. Brehm, the author of 
‘Bird Life,’ is so filled with admiration 
for their exemplary family life as to be 
led to declare enthusiastically that ‘real 
genuine marriage can only be found 
amond birds.’’’ The initial point of 
flocking is there, that of mating; later 
the family keep largely together; to- 
ward the close of the summer the fami- 
lies of a neighborhood unite, and, urged 
by the approach of autumn, the birds of 
a whole river valley will merge into 
some two or three great flocks, and in 


ing, now that there was but one hare, 


such close companionship migrate; or 


occasionally fly. 


wander to and fro from one feeding 
ground to another. 
. When did birds begin to flock? This 
has often been asked, but never can be 
told. A close study of this habit, as of 
many other bird-ways, points to the con- 
clusion that it is a survival of a much 
more fixed one. There is now a vast 
deal of irregularity about it. Certainly 
the red-winged blackbirds, which form 
our largest flocks, are not all gathered 
in, and single ones, pairs, and half a 
dozen together, remain all winter scat- 
tered up and down the river valley. It 
is true of every other flocking bird. 
The majority keep up the old custom, 
but so many stand aloof in every in- 
stance thatit might almost be said the 
custom is dying out. ee 

Let it be borne in mind that lam 
writing of a single locality, the Atlan- 
tic seaboard of the Middle States, and 
of this region I am disposed to.make 
the statement that man has so modified 
the land that bird-life is rapidly losing 
its“one time characteristic features. 
It is sad to think that birds have seen 
their best days, and what we now have 
left us as the chief charm of our out- 
ings is but a lingering remnant of the 
great concourse fhat not only filled the 
valley, but made glad the uttermost 
parts and.neglected no nooks or corners 
of the land. Making due allow. 
ance for travelers’ exaggerations, it 
is still evident that we have, except of 
English sparrows, not one-half of tie 
birds of some, two centuries ago. 
Even though the flocks of red-wings 
may sometimes reach well iuto thou- 
sands. I have positive knowledge of 
mach larger flocks than ever Wiison 
or Audubon chanced upon. In 1722 a 
flock of these birds appeared one Sep- 
tember afternoon on the Crosswicks 
meadows ‘‘that shut out the sun and 
caused great concern among the farm- 
ers, who feared, if they came to the 
fields, every green growth would be laid 
waste.’’ Blackbirds then were feared 
and for ysars after, by reason of their. 
numbers; and, seemingly, when in such 
flocks, they were far more bold than 
ever as individuals. 

Why do they congregate in such num- 
bers? It has been suggested that in 
early autumn their food was to be found 
only in limited localities. and they nat- 
urally drifted there, moved one and all, 
by the same cause. In other words, the 
upland fields, the spring-holes, the 
grassy nooks in old field corners, where 
they nested, offered nothing but shelter, 
and to stay longer than during summer 
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meant to starve. The fact that scat- 
tered birds do frequent the nestin 
places contradicts this, and the foo 
found in the meadows — greatly dif- 
ferent, and often too many gather in 
one spot for all to be fed. Whatever 
the bird, there seems to be nothing 
gained by flocking, and muchis lost. It 
appears to be an inherited instinct that 
once a safegyard and delight is now 
doubtless a source of pleasure, but di- 
rectly disadvantageous. 
We are accustomed to look upon cer- 
tain species of birds as flocking in 
autumn, and that others neverdosp. I 
am convinced that all were gregarious 
originally, but changes of environment 
have caused it to be relinquished; but 
it is astonishing to find that there are 
few birds that cannot be fonud at least 
‘in loose companies,’’ as it is commonly 
worded. In September the bluebirds 
in pretty compact 
flocks of fifty to one hundred individuals, 
and a company of twenty or thirty isa 
commonoccurrence. The common king- 
bird is another well-known species 
that flocks to some extent, and°a third 
isthe Baltimore oriole. I have seen 
the females and young of the preceding 
summer in flocks of certainly 100 indi- 
viduals, and when on the wing they 
kept so well together as to merit be- 
ing classed as a flock, rather than a 
semi-independent gathering. It is evi- 
dent that such close association as in 
the case of red-wings, of bobolinks, of 
rusty grakles, and other birds, could 
not occur if there was no power of com- 
munication, and no predetermination 
as to movement. Ihave yet to see a 
large flock of birds without guards 


perched in commanding outlooks; — 
and know from experience how 
difficult it is to outwit these 
sentinels. It has often been

my afternoon’s amusement to t 
to plunge into the midst of a thousan 
feeding blackbirds, and I never 
succeeded. I have reversed the 
conditions more than once, and 
being concealed, have had them 
ass within  arm’s reach, and 
then I took notes of them as fast as 
possible. That they talked faster than 
they ate was evident, and my disguise 
never was effective for long. They 
always suspected that something was 
wrong; communicated their suspicions, 
and now the mystery—one and all rise 
from the ground as one body. Not 
always, but so frequently that a tele- 
graphic signal is evidently theirs that 
informs a thousand, it may be, at the 
same moment. Without this power, 
this possession of rudimentary lan- 
guage, a flock of birds would be \at the 
mercy of every enemy, and they are 
on. 
of birds so enhance every land- 
scape that it is a source of regret that 
they are less and less a common 
feature of our country rambles. They ‘ 
mark the return of spring more emphat- 
icaliv-than the chance blooming ot vio- 
lets; and would that we were so keen 
sighted as to mark their breaking up 
and the scattering of mated pairs over 
the country. This is doubtless a .grad- 
ual process, for I find the birds, as the 
nesting season draws near, gathering 
about the favorite summer homes, often 
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~the heavens

unset, these birds were a feature of the 
seadow for two weeks or more; then 
hey disappeared. I never saw them 
te with a passiug flock, but. this is 
rhat they did. Suggestive as is every 
ock of birds, we really know but liftle; 
bout them. No naturalist has yet 
athomed the mystery of bird-life, and 
‘ird-slaughter has accomplished noth- 
ng. Bnt no classof animalsafford so 
pleasure wherever we ramble, 
iowever fixed the determination to ob- 
erve a snake, a lizard, or a fish, let a 
jird come near, and how quickly we 
urn toit! If it is a thrush, in early 
fune, or the Carolina wren at any sea- 
son, and it breaks forth in song what 
ps have we to turn a deaf ear? 
hough the problem at our feet may be 
ilmost solved, the rhythmic rush of a 
chousand wings overhead will draw us 
away; earth and its creeping creatures 
will pass from our minds that moment 
are darkened by a flock of 


birds.

The great difference between Chris- 
tianity and other so-called religious sys- 


tems is this—it opens before us 
a direct path to a higher life, 
and it puts: the soul of the 


believer at once in touch with Di- 
vinity. Today a: dweller upon the 
earth, tomorrow a resident of that 
‘‘house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens.’”’ Today clothed upon 
with the flesh, tomorrow all fleshv gar- 
ments laid aside, and the unfettered 
spirit breathing clestial airs. 

_ Again, Christianity makes the way of 
life so plain that ‘‘a wayfaring man, 
though a fool, need not err therein.’’ 
How divinely are we bidden! ‘Come 
unto me all ye that are weary 
and heavy laden, and I will give 
vou rest.’’ How comforting the 
assurance offered: ‘‘Him that cometh 
I will in no wise cast 
out.’?

The Virgin Mary's Tree—An Adventure 
with _a Cat—Jacob's Well and Its 
Poisoned Waters—His- 
toric Spots. 


Carro (Egypt,) Oct. 19, 1891.— 
[Special Correspondence of ‘Tur Times. ] 
“Have ‘youever been to the Island of 
asked a native donkey-boy 
the other day. The poor little fellow 
looked hungry, and I thought if the 
piaster he earned would do him any 
good I would try him. If one of these 
donkey-boys runs behind an hour, fol- 
lowing you on your donkey, he is rich 
for a few days, for he has 4 cents to 
reward him for his pains. Well, I went 
to the Island of Rhodes, where Moses is 
believed to have been found in the bul- 
rushes. They have the identical spot 
all marked off, and are perfectly satis- 
fied that this is the place. Anyway, 
this island is pretty enough and novel 
enough for Moses’s birthplace. It is 
situated out inthe Nile, near the old 
city of Cairo, and is a most enchanting 
spot. The island is not large, , only 
about a quarter of a mile long, and prob- 


ably 100 feet wide. It has 
beautiful fruit trees of all kinds 
in bearing. such as oranges, bananas, 


lemons, etc. There are «beautiful 
flowers, too, in greatest abundance. 
Here, too, cut through under the island 
is the old channel supposed to be about 
8000 years old, which the ancients 
used to note the rise and fall of the 
Nile. The gauge is simply a solid pillar 
of granite set down in the channel, and 
surrounded by a basinof, solid granite. 


~ It is still in use, and until late years the 


natives of Cairo would watch this gauge 
till the water reached the highest point, 
by which they knew the river had over- 
flown its banks and rendered the beau- 
tiful valley fertile again, and then throw 
an infant in the river as a sacrifice. It 
isstill watched, but when the river 
reaches its highest point now, they-hold 
a great religious service and sacrifice-a 
goat. If yquaskthemif they do not 
think the Nile overflow comes from the 


' melted snow andthe rain of the moun- 


tains they will promptly answer, 
No, saying it comes from. the 
Great God, who has thus’ shown 
His pleasure by making this yearly 
overflow. There area few old build- 
ings of stone and granite situated on the 
island, and they look old enough to have 
been built in the time of Moses, or be- 
fore, for that matter. Some of them 
are tumbling down, and these old ruins, 
with their marble floors and porches, 
taken in contrast with the beautiful 
flowers, the luscious fruits and the mys- 
terious Nile on either side, make a most 
enchanting picture and one well worth 
tosee. I did not wantto leave 
it, for, sitting under one of the lovely 


' shade treés, on an old porch, with the 


Nile flowing quietly at my feet, and the 
cool Mediterranean breeze blowing in 
my face. all the better feelings of my 
nature were awakened, and[ felt rest- 
fuland happy. | 

The other day we took a_ car- 
riage and drove to Heliopolis, the an- 
cient City of the Sun. The best authen- 
ticated reports place this city at the 
rather advanced age of 4000 years. 
At present there only remain the walls 


which originally surrounded the 
city and the obelisk. The walls 
are built of regular masonry, 
about six feet in height. and 
two feet thick. They are about 


800 yards long on each ‘side of the 
city. The obelisk is the most attract- 
ive thing out there, by far. It is one 
single block of red granite, sixty feet 
high and four feet square at the base. 
This obelisk is situated in the center of 
the city of Heliopolis, dnd seven miles 
from Cairo. It was brought from As- 
souam, the first cataract on the Nile, 
where there is still a great quarry af 
this fine granite. With our modern in- 
genuity, I suppose we could erect this 
massive block of granite, but floating 
itdown the Nile and raising it would 
seem to an ordinary observer an impos- 
sible task. 

It is on the way tothis old city that. 
we passed the Virgin Mary's tree, 
where these people firmly believe Mary 
rested with the infant Jesus during 
their stay in Egypt. Whether it is 
true or not, they certainly reverence it 
as.such, and no native enters the gate- 
way leading to the tree without first 
washing his hands and _ face in 
the stream near it and saying to 
the keeper, “God be with you.’’ This 
old tree has most all the bark peeled 
off, and many limbs broken off piece by 
piece by tourists. The tree is very 

rge, and, as a mater of fact, was 

nted in 1643, but in the same spot 
re the off one stood. It stands 


alone, no other tree of any description | 


being near except fruit trees. It is a 
sycamore. It is held in as much rever- 
ence by the natives, and,'in fact, by> 
many English and American tourists, 
_as the old Coptic Church. situated in 
Old Cairo. This is the church where it 
is believed Mary and the infant Jesus 
dwelled while in Egypt. It is old 
enough, sure. Built of stone, and dif- 
fers from the many interesting old 
Mosques in the city by having an under- 
ground room and underground passages. 
At the end of one of these passages is a 
kind of chair cut out of the solid rock 
forming the wall. and in this identical 


spot, they hold,” Mary sat. It is 
very touching to notice the 
natives as they approach this 
spot. They assume an gir of 


deepest reverence, and stand quietly 
with bowed heads and folded hands. 
and show plainly that it is no matter of 
mere play withthem. The walls of this 
old church are almost covered with 
mother of pearl and ivory cut in little 
squares, triangles and various other 
shapes, and then inlaid on the walls. 
The pieces are nicely fitted together, 
and I presume were each one cut out by 
hand as these people do now in makins 


cr 
this kind of work. “A 


I visited a mann- 


_ factory where this work was being 


done on tables, chairs. bric-a-brac. etc.. 
and the only tool the workman used 
was an old flat steel file. He would lay 
the @mall plece down on a piece of 
wood, and file away at it till it fitted to 
suit him. Some of the pieces are less 
than one-eighth of an inch square. 
‘They de almost perfect work in this 
line and draw’ a salary of about 15 
cents aday. It is very common furni- 
ture here, but would be worth a pile of 
money in America. 
I neglected to say that this old Cop- 
tic church can only be reached by wind- 


ing through streets many of which are | 


less than three feet wide, and by climb- 
ing down old stone steps and through 
narrow gateways. It is entirely sur- 
rouaded by old stone buildings. and the 
natives still hold services init. You 
see those natives are Mohammedans. 
and as such do not believe that Jesus 
Christ was an impostor, but that, He 
Was one of the prophets, They believe, 


however, that Mohammed was a greater 
one, and that is why they “turn their 
faces toward Mecca’ (where’ Moham- 
med is buried) always, in going through 
their public and private devotions. 

On our return from the Virgin’s tree 
we were driving along wondering what 
we would do next, and Jim Coyle, who 
was with us, got intodevilment, It was 
like this: You know the ancients held 
the cat as a very sacred animal, and to 
this day are as superstitious about it as 
the can possibly be. Well, Jim can imi- 
tate a cat till .an old Thomas, 
even in his declining years, could 
not distinguish, couldn’t tell it 
was his Maria or not. Our driver 
was an Egyptian. He was sitting with 
his back to us, and Jim gave a ‘‘yeowl’’ 
| which sounded as if a cat had got 
caught under the wheels. Well, you 
should have seen that Egyptian. He at 
once brought the carriage to a stand- 
still and hopped down to find his cat. 
l'm sure he thought of. all the plagues 
in the universe by the expression on his 
face. *Pon my word, the tassel which 
hung limp from his little red turban 
wriggled and squirmed, and finally stood 
up onend. When he saw it was a joke 
he wasn’t angry, but was glad enough 
to find he hadn't killed a cat. 

Jacob’s Well is another thing of great 
religious interest in the vicinity of 
Cairo. In fact, it is interesting to 
eyery one from its peculiar construc- 
tion. It is about 850 feet deep, 
and for the first 150 feet, especially, 
is most wonderfully built. It is square, 
the walls being built of immense stones, 
some of which are six feet long and four 
wide, and one foot thick, and these 
stones are set up on edge. The square 
opening is probably twenty feet square. 
There is a narrow passage way around 
the outside of the wall, winding round 
and round till it reaches the distance of 
150 feet from the top. Here there isa 
large room thirty feet square, the well 
being in the center. From this dis- 
tance down to the water it is like any 
ordinary well, except it has steps to 
the bottom. What this room is for is 
beyond comprehension. unless for the 
tomb in one corner, supposed to be 
Joseph’s tomb. Jim had to have a 
piece of the headstone, of course. Just 
what Jacob did with this well, that it 
should bear his name, is also unknown, 
but I presume he drank out of it. 
The 


Water at present not 
in use,: aS several. occas- 
sions dead dogs, cats, etc., have 


been found init. It was this well, too, 
in which poison was thrown during the 
late war, for the purpose of* poisoning 
the English’ soldiers, whose fortifica- 
tions are still there. An Arab found it 
out in time to prevent the poisoning of 
the soldiers, and at once reported it. 
He is now old, but has a position and 
good pay, and a letter from the Queen 
of England complimenting him, and 
stating that he shall never be turned 
out as long as he lives. What a pity 
some of the office-seekers in America 
could not find a poisoned well, some- 
where, and report it!

above named remove or use, or cause the 
removal of the same from the place of their 
arrival at their destination, until inspected 
as hereinafter provided. 

SKC, 2. receiving the notification men- 
tioned in section 1 hereof, the horticultural 
commission, or local inspector receiving the 
same, shall as soon thereafter as practica- 
ble, carefully inspect the articles relative to 
which said notice was served.

Away upin the San Jacinto Moun- 
tains, far removed from the range of 
everyday observation, there is in prog- 
ress of completion an enterprise that is 
destined to effect a wonderful trans- 


. formation in the beautiful valley lying 


at their base. The way thither is one 
full of attractions to the traveler who 
will revel in the pleasures of the jour- 
ney which amply recompense the labor 
of the mountain climb. From the town 
of San Jacinto, the terminal -point of a

road, an excellent wagon-road leads up 


the valley into the caiion and over the 
divide until an altitude of 4800 feet 
above sea level is reached, when a de- 
scent of 600 feet is made into the He- 
met Valley. 

Itis at the lower end of this basin 


that the Lake Hemet Water Company 


is constructing the highest dam in the 
world to form a great storage reservoir, 
which shall make it possible to irrigate 
nearly the whole of San Jacinto Val- 
ley. The Hemet Valley at its western 
end narrows down to a cafion less than 
seventy-five feet wide, with solid gran- 
ite walls reaching a height of nearly 
160 feet. Through this narrow pass 
ordinarily flows a little brook known 
as the south fork of the San Jacinto 
River, and it is here that the great dam 
is being constructed. 

Upon our arrival at the camp we 
found a busy scene before us.

‘Sweetwater dam, which, according to 


crete, the whole so made as to forma 
solid mass. It is slow work, the pres- 
ent rate of its @pward growth being 
about seven feet a month, and a full 
year’s time will be required for com- 
pleting it. As the dam progresses up- 
ward its length will increase. At the 
125 feet level it will be 230 feet long 
and contain 26,000 cubic yards of 
stone. When it attains its full height 
these dimensions will be greatly aug- 
mented by the auxiliary or extension 
dams which will be required. 

The methods usedin carrying out the 
construction work are extremely inter- 
esting. The general manager of the 
company, Col. E. lL. Mayberry, ener-, 
getically oversees the whole, and it 
was his inventive brain that devised all 
the many ingenious machines and appli- 
ances which serve their purposes so 
admirably in saving time, labor and ex- 
pense. Four engines and one water 
power are required for handling the 
material used, all except the water 
power being on the summit of the bluff.

Three wire cables an inch and a half 
thick are stretched through the cafion 
overthe dam, and on fghese run car- 
riages with block and tackle, all con- 
trolled by. the men who preside over the 
engines.

No less than _ thirty-five barrels 
of Portland cement are used daily 
in making the mortar and _ con- 
crete. These materials are mixed 
in an ingeniously arranged house, 
which stands 125 feet above the bot- 
tom of the cafon. Fragments of gran- 
ite are hauled by wagon to the top of 
the mixing-house and dumped into the 
stone-crusher, whence the finer parti- 
cles fallto the floor below, are mixed 
with cement and sand, hauled by a 
dump-car over a high trestle and sent 
down a chute to the. masons below. 
The sand required is elevated by an ar- 
rangement of iron buckets onan endless 
wire belt, which extends from the 
mixer toa hopper 400 feet distant and 
125 feet below. Gravity is utilized as 
much as possible, and much of the me- 
chanical work done is automatic. The 
ingenuity shown in taking advantage of 
every favorable condition is remarkable. 
Stone exists in vast quantities all 
around the site of the dam, all the lum- 
ber and timber are sawed on the ground, 
and sand is caught by a specially con- 
structed dam. These, with the im-

Back of this dam, when completed to 
the 160-foot level, is expected to form 
a reservoir extending two ahd a half 
miles in length and three-quarters of a 
mile in greatest width.

The preparatory step in this work 
Was to clear a place in the mass of huge 
granite boulders, which partially filled 
the caion, and to make an excavation 
fifteen and a half feet beneath the bed 
of the stream to reach bed rock. This 
hole was then filled with granite, ce- 
ment and concrete. Upon this foun- 
ation, which was so made as to 
effectually prevent any possibility of 
penetration by water, was raised the 
granite pile. The dam is niney-five 
feet thick at its base, which exceeds its 
length at aheight of fifty feet. To 
zive it greater strength it is made 
curved, with the convex side toward the 
reservoir, and the ends fitted into the 
irregular granite sides of the caiion. 
The convex side of the:dam will rise in 
nearly a vertical line. and the other, 
which could be called the lower side, 
will so slope that the dam, ata height

When all this promised water is avail- 
able the valley of the San Jacinto will 
be converted into one great fruit 
orchard and garden. It is said that the 
new dam will put fully 60,000 acres 
under irrigation, which will be a con- 
siderable increase to the fertile lands 
ofthe valley. We saw about San Ja- 
cinto two-year-old orange groves that 
were as fine as can be found anywhere 
for their age, and it is asserted that 
with a sufficiency of water the soil will 
be admirably adapted to the raising of 
all kinds of fruits. The ranch ef the 
Hemet Land Company will be cut up 
into small tracts and be converted into 
orchards, and general. prosperity will 
smile on as pretty a valley as exists in 
the world. : R.
